Concluded With Talk By 
Earl Blair On Tuesday 


The travel section of the Shakes-

The expedition party of which Mr. 
Blair was a member spent some 
time in Peru, Ecuador and Colom- 
bia and along and across the Andes 
mountain range where, on the west 
Side rainfall is two inches a year, 
and on the east side one hundred 
inches per year. 

If we become weary of rain here, 
Mr. Blair noted that in Colombia, 
rainfall is three hundred inches per 
year. F 

The group found the Colombian 
population about ninety per cent 
Negro ,origin, with sugar, cotton 
coffee and rubber as the principal 
agricultural crops. 

Colombia and all other countries 
visited welcomed the expedition and 
in Peru the group had a Peruvian 
gunboat as a headquarters.
